A B R IG H T OUTLOOK . 


R e p a irs to a ll th e L ines B eing R ap id ly 
M ade. 
S an F ra n cisco , January 26th.—The storm 
came to an end last night. The snow in 
the m ountains and the rain in other por 
tions of the State have ceased to fall, and 
the weather to-day was clear and cold. All 
farther danger from floods, washouts, land­ 
slides and snow slides are over for the pres­ 
ent. 
All the stream s are reported tailing. 
The damage occasioned by these last 
named casualties cannot yet be estimated, 
but it will be very heavy. 
For a short tim e yesterday all railroad 
comm unication from this city, outside of a 
radius of about fifty miles was entirely in ­ 
terrupted. Since then repairs on all sides 
have been in rapid progress, particularly 
on the overland routes. 
To-night the railroad situation is more 
encouraging than for the past twelve days. 
The road between here and Sacramento, 
which has been washed out near Martinez, 
was repaired this afternoon, and is )he only 
outlet between this city and the East. 
A washout occurred on the Southern 
Pacific in 8oledad canyon, between Mojave 
and Los Angeles, but will be repaired 
w ithin twenty-four hours. M eanwhile the 
Southern Pacific trains are held at Mojave 
and Los Angeles. 
The snow blockade on the Central Pacific 
has been cleared except for a short distance 
between Cascade and the Summit, which 
is expected to be open to-night. 
The regular Central Pacific eastbound 
train left here this afternoon, carrying mail 
and through passengers. 
All the delayed westbound trains now at 
Truckee and Reno will be started lor this 
city to-night, and are expected to reach this 
city to-morrow. 
The passengers and m ail which were 
snowbonnd at Blue Canyon since the 11th 
arrived here to-day on a steamer, to which 
they had been transferred at Martinez. 
Nothing new has developed on the Cali­ 
fornia and Oregon road, which is blockaded 
by snow and laDd slides north ot Redding, 
and which is not expected to be open for 
traffic before Tuesday. 


STOCKTON FLO O D ED . 


G reat D estrn ctio n o f P ro p e rty , b u t No 
Loss o f L ives. 
Stockton, January 2tith.—The reports of 
high water at localities east of Stockton, 
last evening, m ade it seem probable that 
we were to be visited with flood, but these 
would only be of surface water, which 
would run ofl in a few hours, provided the 
water from 
the 
Sacramento and 
San 
Joaquin rivers did not back up, and thus 
hold the water here. 
The waters in Miner and Mormon chan­ 
nels, which flow easterly through the city, 
rose rapidly last evening, the rate being 
about eight inches an hour. 
At 12 o’clock people began to grow 
alarmed and m ake preparations for a flood. 
At 2 o’clock crowds had collected on the 
bridges over Miner and Mormon channels, 
and the water rose so rapidly as to be al­ 
most perceptible to the eye. 
At half-past 2 the burdened channels 
could no longer contain the angry floods, 
and water began running over the railroad 
track, north of Mormon channel, which 
acls as a levee. 
Sim ultaneously M iner Channel 
over­ 
flowed its banks and torrents of water were 
soon pouriDg through the streets. The fire 
bell was ringing for half an hour to awaken 
those who slept to a realization of the im ­ 
pending flood. 
The whistle at the electric light works 
was blown. The people were not long in 
heeding the alarm and soon tbe streets 
were one mass of moving hum anity, and 
all was confusion 
Most of the houses in the city are built 
high from the ground in anticipation of 
floods, so th a' it was sometime before the 
water got up to the floor level. 
Boats were imm ediately brought into 
use, and people removed from their houses 
where danger threatened. 
All shoe stores opened up two hours be­ 
fore daybreak and were hardly able to 
accommodate their patrons w ith rubber 
boots. 
The water rose rapidly and m any had 
difficulty in saving their horses and cows. 
About 5 o’clock the whistle at the electric 
light works sounded another warning, and 
in a few minutes the city was in total dark­ 
ness. 
The water had flooded the electric 
light works. 
A t 8 o'clock this m orning the water was 
in im m inent 
danger of reaching Main 
street, and had it done so the damage 
would have been g reat; but Main street is 
higher than most other 
portions, and 
escaped a flooding. 
At 9 o’clock the water reached the high­ 
est m arks and then began receding. The 
largest part of the city was flooded, in m any 
instances the water rising several feet in 
the houses. 
No accident is reported, but one m an 
who was caught asleep in his house nar­ 
rowly escaped drowning. The night was 
bitter cold, and the snow water chilled 
everybody who got wet. 
The cold weather was a God-send, for had 
it been warm the snow in the m ountains 
would have melted, m aking the flood con­ 
siderably higher. 
At 6 o’clock to-night the water has fallen 
greatly, but in the lower portion of the city 
will stand for several days. Considerable 
lum ber was washed away, but the greatest 
damage results to residence property, and 
will fall on those least able to stand it—the 
poorer classes. 
No break in the levees along the re­ 
claimed lands has yet been reported, but 
they are being closely watched by large 
forces of men. 
A telephone message from Union island, 
received at 5 o’clock this evening, stated 
that as yet there is no danger, but they ap­ 
prehend trouble to-morrow, for they do not 
get high water usually until about three 
days after the storm. 
Inform ation received is to the effect that 
Roberts island is almost certain to be sub­ 
merged, as the levees cannot much longer 
hold out as the water from the Sacramento 
is backing up, which is the greatest thing 
to be feared. 
News received at 5 o’clock says the levee 
around Rongh and Ready island, about two 
mile3 from here, has broken, and the island 
is doomed. 
Tugs loaded with men and 
bundles of sacks have departed for the 
break.

Downieville (via Nevada City), Jan u ­ 
ary 26'.h.—The average depth ol snow at 
Downieville. January 19th, was over seven 
feet; Sierra City, fourteen; Gold Lake, 
thirty-five; Red Lake Drift Mine, thirty; 
M ountain House, twenty; Forest City is 
about the same. 
All the towns in northern Sierra are 
buried in enow. Main street, Downieville, 
is tiiied with snow by the shovelers from 
the houses, to above the roofs of the 
porches. 
Over one hundred men were shoveling 
enow yesterday. The river is very low. 
It w&9 dammed for a short tim e three days j 
ago at Ben Pauley’s satv-mill. The water > 


soon broke through the snow, carrying 
great loads of it down the stream. 
Three snow-slides were yesterday re­ 
ported at Downieville. 
One of them swept 
away H ill’s arastra, and the buildings of 
the Oro quartz mine, slightly injuring S. 
D. H ill’s residence, aud causing the re 
nioval of the family at m idnight. 
The second came down over the South 
Fork road, just above town. 
The third was on the East Fork, dam ­ 
m ing up the river. 
No lives were lost. 
A Chinaman named Ah Ting, a wood- 
cbopper, while returning to bis cabin last 
Thursday afternoon, at 5 o’clock, loaded 
with provisions, perished in the snow forty 
rods from his door. 
All the roads are blockaded, and the 
mail and express ¡3 carried on snow-shoes. 
Two men arrived from Sierra City this 
m orning and reported a snow-slide at 
Loganville, carrying away several houses. 
A woman and child were killed and a man 
nearly suflocated. The child has not yet 
been found. 
There were three slides at Sierra City day 
before yesterday. The first carried the 
Sierra Buttes, No. 9, blacksm ith shop and 
several dwellings down to the river. 
The second a building at the m outh of 
No. 8 tunnel. 
The third three dwellings at the upper 
end of town. Tbe women and children 
had been removed on the previous day. 
Household goods are stored in tunnels. 
Mitchell s Hotel, the M ethodist Church 
and the whole center and lower end of the 
village it is feared is in m omentary danger 
of a slide from that side of the m ountain, 
which is dirtcllv under some of the highest 
peaks of the 8ierra Buttes. 
Provisions are very scarce at Sierra City. 
Five head of catlle were sent from Downie­ 
ville last week. The people there are com­ 
pletely exhausted and don’t know where 
to flee for safety. There is a general alarm 
for all the houses in the town from the 
slides of hundreds of feet of loosely- 
packed snow on the lofly, over hanging 
peaks of the Sierra Battes. There is no 
telegraph communication between Sierra 
City and Downieville. 
Potatoes are scarce. Six bead of cattle 
were driven down from Dodson’s Ranch 
last week, besides those sent to Sierra City. 
The m ercury to-day at noon was 38°, and 
it is still snowing. The barometer has 
been slowly rising for the last three days. 
Letters were received from six to nice 
days out from Sau Francisco last week, and 
one to-day, nine days from New York. 
At 7 p. m. the snowfall continues, and 
fears are entertained thaf if it is followed 
by a general rain it would deeply flood 
the Sacramento valley from the Sierras to 
the Pacific. 
» 
The mercury is 32° and the barometer 
falling, indicating more storm. 
Men who arrived from the Young A m er­ 
ica Quartz Mine to-night, report a great 
depth of snow. 
Forty men are working 
at the mill, which continues crushing. 
Stoves have been put up in No. 9 tunnel, 
and all the people are crowding in there 
for shelter and safety, as M itchell’s Hotel 
and all .the adjoining houses are deserted. 
Scott’s Hotel is crowded to its utmost 
capacity. A general belief is that if a big 
slide comes it will completely overwhelm 
and bury the whole of Sierra City. Men 
are pressing 
steadily on snowshoes to 
Downieville as fast as possible. 
Three small deer were caught at the 
South Fork yesterday and brought totow n, 
two of which are male and one a female. 
They will be domesticated. Some danger 
is apprehended of snow-slides at Downie­ 
ville. 
W ill send more news whenever 
practicable. 
L atef.—T he immense 
snowslide that 
carried away No. 9 blacksmith shop shook 
Sierra City, especially the brick buildings, 
like an earthquake. 
If the whole slide had continued as it 
started down the m ountain the $12,000 res­ 
idence of W att Hughes, one of the Young 
America stockholders, and all the adjoin­ 
ing houses would have been swept into the 
river. The slide forced the snow for a dis­ 
tance of thirty feet into the m outh of No. 
9 tunnel. 
Superintendent W illiam James, of the 
Sierra Buttes Company, has generously 
told the people of Sierra City that all the 
provisions of the company were at their 
disposal. 
Judging by the am ount of debris brought 
down by tbe snowslide that took away No. 
9 blacksm ith shop and the bridge across 
the creek above on the stage road, the 
twenty-stam p m ill of the Sierra Battes 
Company, way np on the side of tbe m ount­ 
ain, at an altitude of 5,200 feet, m ust have 
been demolished. 
The average depth of snow at Downie­ 
ville to-night at 10 o’clock is abought eight 
feet. 
Prices have advanced on provistons 
at Downieville.____________ 


NEVADA CITY, 


P rovisions T ak en In from G rass V alley 
on Sleds. 
N evada Cit y, January 26th.—The Sierra 
county mail arrived to-day, being a week 
en route from Downieville. 
The weather at this city is clear, not a 
cloud visible. The snow is melting slowly. 
This m orniugthree locomotives and asnow- 
plow left Grass Valley to open the six miles 
of road to this city. After clearing the 
track one mile, of over two feet of frozen 
snow, the plow collapsed. 
Shovelers are 
now working this way slowly. 
Last night a freshet washed away fifty 
feet of railroad track in the suburbs of this 
city. 
The break is in an em bankm ent 
forty feet high and m ust be bridged. Trains 
cannot get in for several days. 
Much freight for this point is now in 
Grass Valley and will be brought from 
there by sleds. The prices of provisions 
are restored to the regular figures. 
Mail and express from here to North 
Bloomfield is beiDg carried by men on 
snow shoes. Severa' slides of earth and 
snow were reported on the South Yuba 
grade yesterday, which will keep the road 
blocked for three or four days.

N elly B ly Slipped T h ro u g h J n s t In th e

Los A ngeles, January 26th.—It ceased 
raiDing about m idnight last Dight, and it is 
very quiet about the depots to-day, all tbe 
trains being cancelled on account of the 
damage by the storm of yesterday. The 
Southern "Pacific overland due to start East 
at 5 p. m. yesterday did not leave the city 
until 12 m. to-day. 
Twenty washouts of greater or less ex­ 
tent are reported on the San Pedro branch 
of the Southern Pacific between Cerritos 
and W ilmington. 
Several miles of the Long Branch line is 
under water, and no traius are expected to 
arrive there tor a week. 
On the Santa Monica branch 2,000 feet of 
track is goDe between Palm s and Soldiers’ 
Home, and on the Santa Ana line four 
bents of the bridge over New river have 
again washed out. 
The Sania Barbara, San Francisco and 
Y um a divisions are reported all right to­ 
night, with several m inor breaks, which a 
a few hours’ work will repair. 
The surf line of the Southern California 
has again m et with disaster. 
At Rivera the track was washed out for a 
considerable distance. The train will try 
to get through to San Diego to-day by 
transferring passengers at the break. 
The Redondo line was the only outlet of 
the Santa Fe to-day. 
The overland went out on time, but find­ 
ing a landslide at Garavanza was compelled 
to return to the city. 
El Cajon pass was again the scene of 
landslides, the track being covered with 
the earth for quite a distance. 
A few washouts are reported on the main 
line to San Bernardino, and some difficulty 
is apprehended iu Temecula canyon. 
Advices received from Santa Fe late this 
evening say the m anagem ent will try to 
send the overland east to-morrow. 
The river fell very rapidly after it ceased 
raining, but is still running a strong vol­ 
um e of water, owing to the melting snow 
in the m onntains. 
A telephone message received from the 
surrounding towns say great damage has 
resulted from the rain-storm , which was 
even greater than that of last m onth.

H u u d re d s o f M en F ig h tin g to Save th e 
City. 
F resno, January 26th.—It slopped rain­ 
ing about 9 o’clock last night, and to-day was 
clear and beautiful. Total rainfall for the 
storm, 1 inch ; for the season, 9.21 inches. 
The weather is very warm, and much snow 
in the m ountains melted, causing all the 
streams to boom bank full and overflow in 
m any places. 
Kiugs river and the San Joaquin and 
Big Dry creek and other streams are higher 
than at any time this year. 
On Faucher creek all the bridges are 
gone, and all travel between Fresno and 
Centerville is suspended. 
Faneher creek 
has flooded the Roeding Nursery aud the 
Eisen and other vineyards east of Fresno, 
and has spread over a mile of territory in 
the neighborhood of Malaga, Dog and Red 
Bank creeks, northeast of the city, and to 
protect the city (rom floods a canal has 
been constructed to carry tbe water over 
the channel of Little Dry "creek. 
The banks of this canal broke at 11 this 
m orning at the northwest corner of Bar­ 
ton’s vineyard, and the section north of 
town is filling up very rapidly aud unless 
the break is stopped before m orning water 
will be into the city. 
More than a hundred men are at work on 
the break and more are being taken out all 
the time. 
A body of water half a mile wide is bear­ 
ing down toward the city and within a 
mile of its lim its aud in the surrounding 
country and already in many houses in the 
Northern Addition. 
. 
Little Dry creek flows west of the city in 
a wide and shallow channel, and the water 
from it is spreading over the outskirts of 
the city. 
The Kroeger school-house is entirely 
surrounded by water, and the children will 
not be able to reach it tor several days. 
A strip of land a mile wide is under 
water along the course of this stream, as 
far as the eye can reach. 
Grain flelds and pasture land along Big 
Dry creek are badly flooded. 
The damage 
to vineyards and grain fields will exceed 
$40,000, and the loss of bridges is $15,000 at 
least. 
W e have had no mail for thirty-six 
hours, and the local between Tulare and 
Lathrop is the .only train running. The 
roadbed is very soft, and the moving of 
trains at any rate of speed is dangerous.

Some were braised and burned, but 
none fatally. 
Much damage was done 
by the storm in various portions of the 
State. Several men at a grading camp near 
Pike’s I’eak were biowa over the precipice 
aud killed. 
Denver, January 26 b.—A correspond­ 
ent returned this m orning from tbe scene 
of the Rio G rande wreck at M onum ent. 
T he first reports 
were somewhat exag­ 
gerated. 
No cars were burned and no one 
kiiled or fasally iDjnred. 
Sixteen passengers were more or less cut 
and bruised. 
Tne entire train of seven 
cars lay in front ot the station, some of 
them on the depot platiLrru. Tbe wind, 
which is still blowing with terrific force, 
renders it unsafe for the wrecking crew to 
work. 
Trains are now passing by on a 
switch, so that traffic is not blocked.

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BANKRUPTCY OF CHARACTER, 


The State of Louisiana Ls the one State 
of the American Union which runs the 
equivalent of a faro game in the interest 
of public revenues. 
The people of th at 
State know, perhaps, as well or better than 
th e people of any other State, th at the 
vice of gam bling is the certain road to dis­ 
integration of public character. 
I t knows 
th a t this vicious spirit exists. 
It not only 
panders to it, but energizes and encour­ 
ages it by establishing a lottery in th e in­ 
terest of its public revenues. 
In view of 
th is situation, we are sometimes sorry that 
th e State of Louisiana did not succeed in 
disengaging itself from the 
Am erican 
U nion, and become a little, vicious, one- 
horse, faro-dealing, bunco-steering, rotten 
borough. 
Careful estimates convince us th at the 
people of California are spending §300,­ 
000 a m onth, or §3,600,000 per year, in 
lottery tickets. 
The return will not ex. 
ceed §2-5,000 per annum. 
Thus th e in­ 
dustries of California are taxed §3,600,000 
a year to support a vice-producing system 
of a sister State; and yet the most repu­ 
table journals of the City of San Francisco 
will publish the drawings of the Louisi­ 
ana Lottery, wholly unm indful of th e dia­ 
bolical demoralization of th at institution 
on the young men of this State. 
A gambler is th e natural enemy of 
hum an society. 
Sugar-coat his character 
as you will, put as m uch varnish on the 
logic as you may, the gambler belongs to the 
dangerous, perishing classes. 
H e is not a 
producer. 
H e is not only not a producer, 
but he destroys the productive energy of 
every one who comes w ithin his baleful in­ 
fluence. 
The man who runs a faro bank, 
equally with the man who patronizes the 
bank, has in his character no element out 
o f which great commonwealths can be 
created. 
If there was no element of soci­ 
ety better than the patron of a faro game, 
th e civilization of such a community 
would fall back to its predatory stage. 
T he members of such a civilization would 
tattoo their bodies, go naked if in a warm 
clim ate, or dress in rude skins in a cold 
clim ate. 
And yet an Am erican State, a 
member of the great Republic, claiming 
independent sovereignty as a State, goes 
into a business equally nefarious w ith faro 
o r bunco, and induces the citizens of the 
U nited States to enter its gam bling den 
by taking stock in its public lottery 
scheme. 
T he demoralization in th at State 
is perfect. 
The necrosis of the vice must 
be consuming the very anatom ical struct­ 
ure of the State itself. 
I t advertises 
broadly its bankruptcy both of purse and 
character—a bankruptcy which can only 
become worse both as to purse and as to 
character by the system 
it practices. 
N othing could more fully disclose the 
decay of high manhood than for a State, 
in its sovereign capacity, to open a bucket 
shop of this sort in the interest of its 
public revenues. 
I t is in accord w ith 
th e traditional fitness of things th at it 
should do so. 
I t has made no progress in 
public education, in public morals, in the 
science of government, in m anufactures, or 
in industry of any kind for a h alf cent­ 
ury. 
I t is the one 
Am erican 
State 
o f w hich it may be said th at civilization 
has come to the arrest of a dead standstill. 
I t presents the one case on the American 
continent of arrested development. Even 
M exico w ith its mongrel life of hybridized 
adm ixture of Aztec, Spanish and negro, 
has made a more respectable advance­ 
m ent, but M exico is still below the line of 
submergence wherein 
public 
lotteries 
•would be impossible. 
W e can tolerate 
th e thought of a public lottery in associa­ 
tion 
w ith 
Mexico. 
There, government 
is unstable, and popular government in its 
incipient experim ental stage. 
T he case would not be so bad if the 
enfeebled state of public morals in Louisi­ 
ana could be confined to th e boundaries of 
th a t State, but unfortunately th e virus of 
th 3t im m oral plague spot is spread over 
th e entire U nited States, and journals 
claim ing to be reputable accept the fee of 
an advertisem ent to assist in its diabolical 


work. 
In this connection, it is competent to 
inquire w hether th e publication of the 
L ouisiana drawings is not a violation of 
State law, and we shall pursue this inquiry 


to its legal conclusion. 
_ ---------- m

O u r esteemed contem porary, tbe Cath 
says th a t th e idea advanced by Robert G- 
Ingersoll, th a t prisoners confined for a 
penal term shall not be deprived of the 
value of th eir own labor, is new. 
Our 
contem porary is m istaken. 
The idea ha» 
been discussed m ore or less for the past 
tw enty years, and in addition to this, it 
has been mooted in the councils o f penolo­ 
gists as to w hether capital punishm ent 
inflicted in the public interest is not de­ 
priving the fam ily of th e crim inal of sup­ 
port, and w hether or not such family has ! 
a claim against society for support, in con- j 
sequence of the taking of life, as in the | 
ra-e of property which cannot he taken or 
im paired for public use, w ithout due com- j 
ripnsation having been made. In short the * 


question has been discussed to a greater or 
less extent as to w hether the children of a I 
m urderer should be left to starvation, be­ 
cause society in its interest, and on its own 
behalf, takes the life of the father. Inger- 
soll’s statements, however striking and 
rem arkable they may be, are in no respect 
new. 


T h e testimony is practically unanimous 
th at the passengers delayed on Southern 
Pacific lines in the great storm have been 
treated with consideration such as never 
was extended by any railroad-carrier be­ 
fore to any class of customers. 
The men 
who grum ble at being supplied with food, 
lodging and other comforts free of charge 
while w aiting for unforeseen natural ob­ 
stacles to be removed from the path of 
travel, would growl it granted admission to 
Heaven, and insist upon a premium ac­ 
companying the free ticket.

HISTORICAL ERRORS. 


T h e B u rr-H a m ilt on D u e l—D a n ie l W eb . 
ste r ’s L ast W ord s. 
(Gideon J. T ucker in New York Sun.) 
The erroneous belief th at Aaron Burr 
was “tried for killing” A lexander H am il­ 
ton appears to be widespread. 
The fact, 
however, is th at B urr was never tried 
upon any charge in connection w ith H am ­ 
ilton’s death. 
H e had shot down his ad­ 
versary in a fair field and in an equal 
duel, in which the risk of life on the part 
of the combatants had been mutual, and 
no Court ever molested him for the act. 
T he Coroner’s ju ry here in New Y ork did, 
in their inquest, charge him with murder, 
and an indictm ent was found against him 
in New Jersey, in which State the hostile 
m eeting had taken place, but nothing 
more was done about it. 
No trial was 
ever had, no arraignm ent, no arrest. 
The 
testimony in the case did not warrant the 
public prosecutor in pressing it. 
There 
was then 
no anti-dueling law. 
Aaron 
Ilurr did once face a ju ry in 1S0S, but not 
on a charge of killing anybody. 
A t that 
tim e he was tried at Richmond, Ya., upon 
an indictm ent for treason, and instantly 
acquitted hv the jury. 
The public mind 
have somehow confounded and connected 
this trial with the H am ilton duel. 
It 
seems strange, however, that there should 
be errors as to these matters, which oc­ 
curred only eighty years ago, mostly in 
this town. 
I myself well remember of 
hearing of Aaron B urr’s death when it 
occurred, while I was a schoolboy. 
Catherine Rigdon, of Marshfield, Mass., 
in the New Y ork Tribune: I was in Daniel 
W ebster's room when he died. 
I was 
helping the nurse. 
George T. Curtis, “E. 
B.,” of Orange, and “E li Perkins” are all 
in error about Daniel W ebster’s last words. 
H e did not say “I still live,” as Curtis 
says. 
N either did he say, “i ’m not dead 
y e t; give me some brandy.” 
The doctor 
came in, turned to the nurse and said : 
“I guess he is gone!” 
There was a moment’s painful pause, 
when W ebster said, in a choking voice: 
“Not dead yet—the brandy !” 
The hum orist, Perkins, got it closer than 
th e historian, Curtis, hut 1 give it to you 
with utter accuracy. 


GREAT DEMAND FOR FROGS. 


M uch M oney M ade in C anada b y R a is­ 
in g T h ese T o o th so m e R e p tile s. 
“I wonder why there isn’t more atten­ 
tion paid to frog 
culture?” remarked 
Charles II. Dawson, of the Gansevo. rt M ar­ 
ket, to a New York Star man a day or two 
ago, as he looked adm iringly at a dozen 
plump green batrachians from Canada, 
which he had just taken from a crate. 
“1 mean in the United States,” he con­ 
tinued. 
“The Kanucks now control the 
frog m arket and make big money, and I 
don’t see why New York State or New 
Jersey shouldn’t furnish us. 
There are a 
good many wild frogs sold which are 
speared around in the swamps and marshes 
of New Jersey, and they are not as palat­ 
able as the cultivated product reared in 
Canada.. The Canadians pay considerable 
attention to frog culture, and have im ­ 
mense artificial ponds around St. Cath­ 
arines. 
T heir frogs are larger, and have 
none of th at gamy, fishy tast e noticeable 
in every swamp frog. 
A few years ago a 
Frenchman in Canada, who had been in 
the m arket business here for some time, 
attem pted to start a frog farm on a big 
scale in Forrest county, Pennsylvania. 
“H e carried a large stock from St. Cath­ 
arines. H e took advantage of a big swamp 
on his farm in the woods, and had his m ar­ 
ket secured, and everything looked promis­ 
ing. 
But he played to bad luck. A terri­ 
ble drought died up the biggest part of his 
sw am p; he was unable to secure proper 
feed for his young stock, and the natives 
used to scoop up his croakers by the pail­ 
fuls at night, and his frog industry went 
to pieces. 
H e is now engaged in cooking 
frogs and other delicacies in an up-town 
restaurant. 
But he still looks forward to 
running a frog farm of his own, and if he 
had the money to start right I think he 
could make it pay, for the demand for frogs 
has nearly doubled in the last five years, 
and the popular taste has been educated 
up to the artificially cultivated sort.” 


H e N eed ed “ a R e st.” 
“No, my poor husband is not a t all well, 
and 1 am seriously thinking of changing 
physicians,” said a N orth Side matron, 
whose tongue keeps up a continual clatter 
from m orning until night, to a friend 
whom she m et in Field’s the other day. 
“I don’t like our present doctor, and I have 
been trying ever since to think w hat he 
could possibly mean by a mysterious remark 
which he made to me when he called last 
week. 
I liad noticed for a long tim e th at 
John was failing in health, so I resolved to 
call in the doctor to exam ine him. 
W ell, 
he came and exam ined the poor man 
thoroughly. 
Then he turned around to 
me and sa id : ‘Mrs. —, your husband is all 
right—he requires only absolute rest and 
perfect quiet, th at is all, I will give you a 
prescription.’ 
H e wrote out one, and, of 
course, I was curious. 
‘W hat does this 
call for, doctor ? ’ I asked. 
‘For morphine 
powders,’ he replied. 
‘And how often 
shall I give them to him ?’ I inquired. 
‘They’re not for him ,’ he sa id ; ‘they’re 
for you—your husband must h ave absolute 
rest.’ 
Then he went away and I have 
been wondering w hat he m eant.”— Chicago 
Herald.

REV. GR0W DEN PREACHES ON CHRIST 
AND PROPHECY. 


J e su s is th e Spirit an il L ife o f P ro p h ecy 


—L ib erty an d C iv iliza tio n F o llo w 


H is T ea ch in g s. 


At the F irst Christian Church yesterday 
the pastor, Rev. A. M. Growden, delivered 
a forcible serm on on the subject of “ Jesus 
and Prophecy.” H e said: “ For the testi­ 
mony of Jesus is the spirit of prophecy ”— 
Rev. xix., 10. John is banished to Patmos. 
The apocalypso presses before him . He 
converses with angels ; he sees the future. 
During a conversation with an angel John 
introduces a parenthesis which forma our 
te x t: 
1. Jesus is the spirit or life of prophecy. 
The prophets were hum an vessels filled 
w ith tbe spirit of God. Take Jesus Christ 
from prophecy, and you have words that 
are m eaningless; you have the jewel-case, 
but it is empty. 
W hen he entered the 
world a prophecy full of promise was u t­ 
tered—“ The seed of the woman shall 
bruise tbe serpent’s head.” To A bram — 
“ In thee shall all the families of the earth 
be blessed.” 
Through Moses—“ The Lord 
thy God shall raise up unto thee a prophet 
like unto me ; unto him shall ye barken.” 
David strikes the prophetic lyre and joy­ 
fully exclaim s: “ My heart is glad ! 
My 
flesh shall rest in hope, for Thou wilt not 
leave m y soul in Hades, neither wilt Thou 
suffer Thy holy one to see corruption”— 
Psalms xvi. A prophecy of one who did 
not suffer corruption in the grave, who did 
not return to dust. 
Isaiah speaks of a rem arkable character 
—"F or unto us a child is born : unto us a 
Son is given. The government shall be 
upon H is shoulders; His nam e wonderful: 
of the increase of His government there 
shall be no end upon the throne of David 
from henceforth, even for m en.”—Isa. ix., 
6. 
Daniel declares: 
“In the days of these 
kings shall the God of Heaven set up a 
kingdom which shall never be destroyed.” 
(Dau. ii., 
44.) 
Nebuchadnezzar’s dream 
troubled him . 
DaDiel interprets it as an 
image with head of line gold, breast and 
arm s silver, thighs brass, legs iron, feet 
part iron and clay. 
A little stone cut out 
of the m ountain without bands smites the 
image and it is brollen, its fragments scat­ 
tered like dust upon the earth. 
W hat a 
striking picture ot ancient empires and 
their diseolution ! 
There are five visions 
forming over prophecy. W e may compare 
it to a grand historical 
painting, first 
sketched, then touched till finished and 
perfect. 
History meets this prophecy in the fol­ 
lowing order : The Assyrian Em pire, its 
power should fall; tbe M edo-Peisian, the 
Grecian, the Roman. “ In the days of these 
kings the God of Heaven shall set up a 
kingdom,” declares ! he prophet, “that shall 
never be destroyed,” as were the others. 
The perfect coincidence of history with this 
prophecy is remarkable. 
We have this 
prophecy as an effect springing from some 
cause. The nature of the prophecy deter­ 
mines the cause. 
The Old Testament 
proves its divine origin and authenticity, 
for only an omniscient God could so 
perfectly 
depict 
the rise 
and fall of 
empires. God only knoweth the future. 
"In the days of these kings” is in harm ony 
with the narrative in I.uke. 
Augustus was 
Em peror of Rom ein B.C. 30. He defeated his 
rivats. Herod the Great was King of Judea. 
Christ's forerunner is 
announced—"the 
voice of one crying in the wilderness pre­ 
pare ye the way of the Lord : m ake His 
paths straig h t; say not that ye are tbe 
children of Abraham .” 
God is about to bless all the families of 
the earth. 
It is to be a cosmopolitan king­ 
dom. In every nation he that feareth Him 
and worketh righteousness is accepted of 
H im . Christ appears, the angels proclaim 
H im a Savior, even Christ the Lord. 
On the banks of the Jordan, after His 
baptism, God acknowledged H im —“This is 
my beloved Son." 
H is m iraculous works 
proclaim H im the Son of God. Nicodemus, 
a ruler of the Jews, admits His power— 
“ We know that Thou art a teacher from 
God, for no m an could do these miracles 
which Thou doest except God is with him .” 
W e believe in the miracles of Jesus, not­ 
withstanding there are some to-day who 
profess to know a great deal more than 
Nicodemus and the “great company of 
priests who became obedient to the faith.” 
(Acts vi., 7). 
I would rather believe con­ 
tem porary witnesses than some who arise 
about 1,900 years after. Christ worked 
miracles to prove His divinity—“but that ye 
may know that the Son of Man hath power 
on earth to forgive sin (then saith H e to 
the sick of the palsey), arise, take up thy 
bed.” (Matthew, ix.,6j. Having established, 
by signs and miracles, H is divine claim, 
there is no further need of miracles. 
His 
testimony is the spirit of prophecy ; w ith­ 
out it the Old Testam ent is meaningless. 
Our 
circle of 
evidence is complete: 
Prophecy, angels, God, the voices of just 
men. 
Sliracles all proclaim Him Divine. 
Christ declares : 
“Before A braham was, I 
am. 
He that bath seen me hath seen the 
Father. 
I and the Father are one. He 
that bonoreth not the Son honoreth not 
the Father that sent him .” The chief priests 
and scribes ask. “A rt Thou, then the Son 
of God ?” He answ ers: “Ye say that I am 
as ye say the truth, because I am .”—Luke 
xxii., 69. 
Christ died voluntarily as the sacrifice 
for sin. 
H e had power to lay down His 
life, and bad power to take it up. "Destroy 
this tem ple, and in three days I will build 
it again.” 
H e spoke of the tem ple of His 
body. The scenes of the crucifixion had 
been graphically portrayed by the prophets, 
even down to casting of lots for His seam­ 
less vesture. A t tbe instigation of the 
Jews He is pot to death. 
Pilate found no 
fault in Him : would have released Him, 
but they cried, “If you do you are not 
Ctcsar’s friend.” That was sufficient; Christ 
is crucified. 
After His resurrection His 
Kingdom is established with power. Peter 
declares : 
“The m an Jesns whom ye cru­ 
cified is made both Lord and Christ.” The 
passage uttered by David is shown to refer 
to Christ. Christ’s body saw no corruption, 
and did not return to tlust, as did David’s. 
This Kingdom is destined to see the death 
of every other, prophecy declares it. 
2. The testim m y of Jesns is the spirit of 
civilization and 
liberty. 
W herever the 
teachings of Jesus penetrate, liberty and 
civilization follow. “ Ye shall know the 
truth and it shall m ake you free.” The 
dark nations of earih to day are not those 
who love the teachings of Jesus of Naza­ 
reth. 
W here followed H is teachings lead 
to peace; instead of cruelty, kindness; in­ 
stead of cannibalistic practices the Lord’s 
Supper is celebrated; instead of the din of 
war the hym n of praise is heard. 
The 
greatest nations of the earth are Bible- 
loving nations, the Constitution of the 
United States was not drawn up by a set of 
infidels. 
W herever the religion of Jesus is ac­ 
cepted woman ceases to be a slave, leaves 
her state of degradation and stands proudly 
at m an’s side as his equal. Since Christ 
has purified the earth by his life woman 
has taken her true position. Is she m other 
—that sweetest of all narae3? Then the 
words of Jesus would teach : “Son, behold 
thy m other." 
Is she wife? Then, "H us­ 
bands, love your wives, even as Christ 
loved the Church snd gave Him self for it.” 
All men love to live where the Bible forms 
the basis of law and order. The “ dark 
continent" may be a noble land, but not 
till Stanley and his missionaries shall have 
finished their civilizing work. 
Christ’s prophecy is being fnlfilled—“ Ye 
shall be my witnesses both in Jerusalem , in 
Judea and Samaria, and unto the utterm ost 
parts of the earth.” 
America, Great Brit­ 
ain, a third of Africa, Asia and Russia, date 
their events from tbe birth of the child of 
the ages, the Son of God. 
Rabbi Wise, the 
learned Jew, declares that certain events 
took place A. C. (after Christ). 
W hen Vol­ 
taire wrote the life of Charles X II. he states 
that he was born 1682, A. D. W hen Rob­ 
ert Ingersoll wrote his greeting for the new 
year, he wrote January 1, 1890. The na­ 
tional heroes are overlooked. Events are 
dated from tbe tim e of the Babe of Bethle­ 
hem. 
W hat a marvel 1 
Christ changes 
tbe epochs ; He places H is pierced hands 
over every calenaar—every day we are re­ 
minded of H im . 


CHRISTIAN- SC IEN C E. 


T h e D o ctrin e Set F o rth in C lear and 
P o in te d L a n g u a g e. 
At the services in the Granger's Build­ 
ing (Church of Christ) yesterday, J. P. 
Filbert, C. S. D., delivered an address, of 
which the following is a synopsis. He 
spoke from Isaiah ix., 6 : “F or nnto ns a 
child is born, unto ns a son is given; and 
the government shall be upon his shoul­ 
ders. and his nam e shall be called W onder 
ful Counselor.” 
Sneb is the vivid portrayal Isaiah pict­ 
ure.? of the Soa of Gofl—wonderful to phys­ 


ical sense, m arvelous to hum an philos­ 
ophy and reason, that has appeared to 
m ortals in the life and work3 of Jescs the , 
Christ, with commands and promises no 
less wonderful, to those who believe, even 
to the establishm ent of H is kingdom on 
earth. 
This age demands a practical, 
trium phant Christianity, and if these teach­ 
ings are truth, mortals have but to obey 
these commands to receive the reward. 
Jesu3 said, “ L o ! I am with you alway, 
even to the end of the world.” 
Mortals 
have always considered themselves subject 
to, instead of having dom inion over, sin, 
sickness and death, but Christian science 
proclaims to the world again the glad tid­ 
ings, "The sick are healed and devils are 
cast out,” as of old, and that all are, and 
can know that they are, masters of, rather 
than servants of, evil. 
How are we to 
understand this new idea or Wonderful 
Counselor? Jesus sayf, “ If any man will 
do his will he shall know of the doc­ 
trine," and “If ye continue in my word 
ye shall know the truth.” 
W hat are his 
words? 
“Deny thyself,” deny that which 
claims to have life of itself. But the carnal 
m ind at once replies, "Surely blood is the 
life of man and circulation implies life in 
the body.” 
Scripture says, “Your life is 
hid with Christ in God,” and "M y words 
are Spirit aDd they are life." 
Fi’esh and 
blood cannot be real substance for “The 
things that are seen are temporal, but tbe 
things that are unseen are eternal.” Again 
Jesus says of the physical senses (the five 
foolish virgins), "H aving eyes they see not 
and having ears they hear not" lest they be 
converted and he heal them. 
Again hrophecy says, "A ll shall know 
God,” and our Master teaches to know God 
is eternal life. 
Christian science has no other authority 
save Christ and them that prophesied of 
his coming to restore the Kingdom of God, 
spiritual and not material. 
For "My 
Kingdom is not of this world,” but it shall 
govern this world in love and righteousness 
and “ail the earth shall be at rest.” 
Such hope never has been held ont by 
hum an philosophy. 
W hat school of med­ 
icine ever proclaimed a lime when the 
world would know no sickness, sorrow or 
death? W hat statesmen or general ever 
presented the glorious hope of a world with­ 
out strife and war? 
W hat ecclesiastical 
head ever preached the destruction of evil 
and "m an’s dom inion over all the earth" 
this side of the grave? 
Christian science so declares solely on 
the authority of the holy prophets, apostles 
and our Savior, Jesus Christ, and estab­ 
lishes the truth by demonstration, which 
alone proves the science of Christ to be un­ 
derstood. 
W hy will not the world receive 
a little positive teacbiDg as Jesns taught, 
instead of alwavs looking at the negative 
or evil side? The divine energy of Truth 
is ever present to heal aDd to save. 
Mor­ 
tals have only to subm it to the law of 
spirit and let H is will be done. 
W ho is 
willing to do His w ill? Mortals obey their 
own wills and have “other Gods” or good. 
The simple truth our Master taught is not 
demonstrated because of the cumbrous 
mass of creed and dogmas that thtust them 
aside, m aking “the comm andments of God 
of none effect.” 
However opposed science and religion 
seem to be, they are really never hcsiile, 
but thrill in unison in one grand concord 
of glory and harm ony. The world to-day 
demands a religion that will bear the test 
of investigation. If truth is sought in 
sincerity, in the desire to know truth for 
truth's sake, in place of the exclusive in­ 
carnation of God in Christ Jesus, Paul’s 
words, "If Christ be not risen in you, our 
preaching is vain.” will be understood. 
If 
we hold God in thought as ineffable love 
and glory, aud man H is express image and 
character, we will begin to get the first ray 
of Christian Science, and improve our own 
individuality and those around ns. 
But to 
deny this doctrine, our God becomes bur a 
name. That alone is science or truth which 
deals with 
im m utable verities, or 
the 
spiritual, therefore the scientific command 
of Christ to “deny the world, the liesh and 
the devil.” 
No evil enters into Divine 
Science; it acknowledges no other creation 
than God’s; replies to no w hjs of the car­ 
nal mind, but honors God anil all be made, 
knowing no other life, love and truth. 
Hence Christian Science denies all that is 
not an emanation of Divine Energy, anil 
gives rest and peace to man here on earth. 


A N IG H T W IT H 
B U R N S. 


A n I n s tr u c tiv e L e c tu re 
a n d In s p irin g 
S o n g s L a s t E v e n in g . 
A good audience assembled last evening 
at Castle H all to bear a lecture upon the 
subject, "R obert Burns, Man and Poet,” 
and to listen to some Scottish melodies, 
rendered by the choir of the Unitarian 
Society. 
Miss Em m a Felter sang w ith delightful 
voice, "M y H eart’s in the Highlands;" Mr. 
Richard Cohn gave with fine effect, "Ye 
Banks and Braes o’ Bonny Doom” There 
was also a quartet, "Praise the Lord All 
Y'e Nations,” and a dnet, "W ert ih o u in 
the Canid Blast?” 
W e give a few of tbe 
concluding sentences of Rev. Mr. Massey's 
discourse: 
The lim itations of B urns’ nature were 
everywhere apparent. 
Perhaps it was 
wrong to the poet that the landscape he 
depicted was a softer and m ilder one than 
th at which lifted the Covenantor into that 
im aginative but dark poetry which was 
largely derived from the solemn and ter­ 
rible aspects of the m ountains and storms 
among which he often lived. Burns’ ten­ 
derness of heart would always have saved 
him overaeverity, but he ever failed to 
find that in his nature and his surround­ 
ings which would have made him stern to 
himself. Seldom did he seem to feel the 
forre of the landscape, as did the Hebrew 
bard, who depict9 his Creator as walking 
upon the wings of the wind and touching 
tbe m ountains that they smoke; who lay- 
eth the beams of his chambers in the 
waters and m akcth the clouda his chariot, 
and sendeth tbe springs into the valleys 
which run among the hills. 
But my criticism is m eant to be gener­ 
ous, alihonch it has aimed to be discrim i­ 
nating, and let us call to m ind again bow 
the poet would himself plead to he judged 
as we repeat after him: 
T hen at th e balance let’s be m ute, 
We uever can adjust i t ; 
W hat’s done we partly can com pute, 
But never w h at's resisted. 
It is a pity th at he who left such a legacy 
to the world should have been so weak 
himself, but judgm ent is with God and we 
have nothing to do but to find in Burns 
wbat to follow or avoid and leave the rest 
to Heaven. But how greatly the good in 
him seems to preponderate after all. for pa­ 
triotism will slill repeat his "Scots, W ha’ 
H ae,” personal independence will frankly 
exclaim “a m an’s a m an for a’ that;” 
friendship, deep rooted in the past, will 
continue to sing "Should autd acquaint­ 
ance be forgot;’’ the story that is never old 
will still find expression in the songs of 
“ Mary M orrison” and "H ighland M ary,” 
while wedded love has utterance forever in 
John Anderson,mv Jo, John, 
We clam b the h ill thegither, 
And m any a canty day, John, 
We’ve had wie ane anither. 
Now we m aun loiter dow n, John, 
But b au d in h an d w e'll go, 
A ud sleep together at the toot, 
John A nderson, m y Jo. 
But onr tribute for this occasion is hardly 
complete without one more quotation. It 
is from tbe poem by which I believe that, 
after all, the poet wonld hest have loved to 
be judged, his "Cotter’s Saturday N ight;" 
and as we repeat the lines, we thus give 
tbe stam p of Burns’ nationality to the oc­ 
casion ; we affirm his love for the simple 
and the poor, and pour over all tbe influ­ 
ences of that religion that sometimes, and 
particularly in his better moments, in ­ 
spired his'heart to lofty aud impassioned 
utterance: 
O S co tia! m y dear, m y native soil, 
For whoni my w arm est w ish to H eaven is 
s e n t; 
Long m ay tny hardy sons of rustic toll 
Be blest w ith h ealth aud peace and tw eet 
content. 
And o h ! m ay H eaven th eir sim ple lives prevent 
From lu xury's contagion, weak aDd vile, 
Then, how e'er crow ns an d coroucts he rent, 
A virtuous populace m ay rise tbe w hile, 
And stand a w all of flame around th eir m ueh- 
loved isle.

THE EOTAEY MAKING SHOET WOEK 
OF THE CASCADE STBIP. 


B ucker ” Plow M eets with an Ac­ 
cident Near Truckee—"Weather 
Still Clear. 


Owing to the wires being down, news re­ 
garding the condition of affairs on “the 
hill” was scarce at the depot last night. 
Daring the day no communication could 
be had further Ea3t than Cisco, and from 
there it was reported that the rotary plow 
had started for the mile-and-a-half strip at 
Cascade, which is now all that is left of the 
great snow blockade—unless another storm 
breaks loose. 
In the evening a wire communication 
was established between this city and 
Truckee, and news was received that the 
“bucker” plow, which started Irom that 
place for the Summit on a “polishing” trip, 
had been derailed at a place called Stanford 
Mill, which is between Tunnel 13 and 
Truckee. The plow had collided with a 
water-tank, considerably damaging both. 
A wrecking train was sent from Truckee 
to clear the track. 
News was also received from Truckee to 
the effect that one of the westbound pas­ 
sengers delayed at that place had died from 
diphtheria at the hotel, where all of the 
passengers are stopping at the expense of 
the railroad. The deceased was a Mrs. Mc- 
Vean, ot Jefferson Barracks, Missouri. 
After an hour’s working the Truckee wire 
was again lost, and no more news was re­ 
ceived last night from points further east 
than Cisco, except by means of a special 
engine which had been sent up behind the 
rotary, with instructions to return to Cisco 
every hour or so and report progress. The 
last information received in this manner 
last night was to the effect that the rotary 
at 9 o’clock p. m. was making splendid pro­ 
gress through the snow at Cascade. The 
banks were soft and on an average of 
twelve feet in depth, and were being easily 
handled. 
Many of the passengers on the delayed 
east-bound train which has been at Cisco 
during the blockade, having expressed a 
desire to return to this city and proceed 
East via the Southern route, Superinten­ 
dent Wright issued orders to that effect last 
night, and the train will arrive here early 
this morning._____________ 
DIRECTING THE BATTLE. 
Som ething W hich is Visible at the 
D epot. 
Persons who have had occasion to be at 
the depot to any extent during the 
great snow-blockade in the Sierras are well 
aware as to the manner in which the great 
battle against the snow-king was con­ 
ducted, and also as to who directed the 
movements of the army of snow-fighters. 
The two thousand and more men who 
were sent to the mountains to do battle 
with the snow-king would have been use­ 
less without the aid of a directing hand— 
like an army of soldiers without a General 
to direct their movements. 
The directing hand in this case has been 
Colonel J. B. Wright, Superintendent of 
the Sacramento Division, and he in turn 
was ably assisted by his lieutenants, Thos. 
E. Jones and Henry B. Breckenfeld. 
For eleven days and eleven nights Su­ 
perintendent Wright has not seen a bed, 
nor has he even had an opportunity to go 
to his home long enough for a change of 
cla'H^g. He 1,'s ¿at constantly, day in 
ant. -iy out, at the elbow of his chief tele­ 
grapher, counseling his men in the moun­ 
tains and receiving at the same time a con­ 
stant stream of reports as to the manner in 
which his maneuvers were carried out and 
with what success they met. 
It is easy to conceive what a terrible 
strain this must have been on his nerves, 
hut still he slands up nobly under it, and 
as he expressed it himself, is “good for 
another week.” 
Messrs. Jones and Breckenfeld both look 
tired and worn, too, but still they have 
been fortunate enough to get in a couple of 
hours’ sleep during the long stretch—but 
they would not have taken this had they 
not been driven to bed by the Superintend­ 
ent.Mr. Burkhalter, another of Mr. Wright's 
able assistants, left a sick-bed in order to 
help out, and insisted upon doing his 
share of the work, when he was not. physi­ 
cally able todo so. Yesterday, notwith­ 
standing the protest of his colleagues, he 
took a train for the scene of the blockade, 
intending to personally see that Mr. 
Wright’s orders were obeyed during the 
wind-up of the great battle. His strength 
failed him, however, after he had been in 
the mountains a few hours, and he was 
forced to return to this city. 
When it is taken into consideration that 
this blockade has been the most stubborn 
as well as the most replete with disap­ 
pointments and exasperating accidents that 
has ever been known, the wonder is that 
these gentlemen have been able to keep up 
under the strain. The road would, after a 
mighty struggle, be about cleaned up and 
the prospects bright for an immediate 
raising of the blockade, when the elements 
would turn loose again with increased fury; 
great avalanches of snow would break 
from the mountain sides, and bury the 
track for miles deeper than before; plows 
would break down, engines would be de­ 
railed and a hundred and one other mis­ 
haps occur which were, in themselves, 
enough to severely test the patience of Job. 
And now, on top of all this trouble—when 
the fight is about over in the mountains— 
the elements change the base of their op­ 
erations to the valley, and the roads are 
washed out and travel impeded on every 
division. 
One of the train dispatchers aptly re­ 
marked yesterday: “It anybody thinks a 
railroad man has got a ’pudding,' let them 
come down here and watch it for a while.” 
Mention should not be omitted of the 
obliging manner in which Mr. Wright and 
his assistants have furnished the newspaper 
correspondents with facilities forgetting all 
the news. The local papers had access to 
all dispatches received from the front, and 
those who desired to go to the front were 
assisted in every possible manner.

HANDLING A WRECK. 


Little Prospect of Clearing It for a W eek 
or So. 
The condition of affairs remains un­ 
changed on the Oregon route. The road is 
clear up to Redding, bnt from that point to 
Ashland, Oregon, innumerable snow-slides, 
land-slides, washouts and the like are re­ 
ported. 
With good weather it will take about a 
week to raise the blockade. 
A dispatch from Sissons last night said : 
“A heavy blizzard has prevailed during 
the past forty-eight hours, the snow drilt- 
ing heavily. There is little possibility of 
seeing a train for over a week. The snow 
is seven feet deep here. The storm, how­ 
ever, seems broken. Sissons & Crocker's 
large warehouse, and several others, were 
crushed by the snow this morning. The 
car shop and freight depot are also crushed 
at Dunsmuir.” 


SIGNAL SEE VICE SAUCE. 
Sergeant Barwick G ives Facts and F ig­ 
ures About the W eather. 
The weather yesterday was simply de­ 
lightful, and entirely too good to keep any 
one indoors, unless it were weaker invalids. 
The skies were bright and the sunshine 
warm and pleasant. The Signal Service 
reports show the temperature at 5 a. m. 
and 5 p. m. to have been 37° and 49°, the 
dew-point 35° and 36°, while the highest 
and lowest temperature was 50° and 35°. 
There was quite a frost in the early morn­ 
ing hours. 
The barometer rose steadily and rapidly 
from 29.74 inches at 5 a. m. on Saturday to 
30.16 inches yesterday morning at 5 a. m., 
from which time it was about stationary, 
reading 30.15 at 5 r. m. With this hight 
of the barometer, and the northerly winds 
which prevailed yesterday evening, there 
should be a spell of good weather, it the 
meteorological conditions hold their own as 
they now stand. 
There is one thing—the alarmists about 
insecure levees should hide themselves be­ 
hind the trees or the levees. An old gentle­ 
man was up to the signal office on yester­ 
day inquiring the amount of rainfall and 
the outlook, and I expressed myself as 
positive that our levees were secure 
enough, but be scouted the idea, and said 
that by Monday night people would be 
paddling their canoes on the waters of the 
Sacramento through the streets of the city. 
To-morrow night will show whose sur­ 
mises were correct. Old men should retire 
to that rest they have earned by years of 
industry and frugality, and let the younger 
blood take hold of the helm of State and 
city and get some experience. 


RIVERS AND LEVEES. 
The Am erican Still F alling—Active W ork 
B eing Done on the Levees. 
It was learned from Mayor Gregory last 
evening that the Trustees have so energeti­ 
cally pushed the work of raising the Y- 
street levee that by this noon it will have 
been made five feet higher all the way 
from the river bank to Ninth street. They 
had 400 men at work hard all day yester­ 
day, and the members of the Board of 
Trustees were personally on hand super­ 
intending the work and laboring like 
Trojans. 
They have also had Front street strength­ 
ened along the river front from Q to Y 
streets, by the laying of 25.000 sacks of 
earth, making that portion of the levee 
practically impregnable. 
These precautions have been taken not 
because there is any danger at present 
threatening the city, but simply to make 
assurance doubly sure and to allay the 
nervousness of a few citizens who fear that 
the vast bodies of snow to the northward 
are certain to be precipitated upon the 
valley in the shape of water. 
The real fact is. however, that the clear 
and cold weather is freezing the snow and 
lessening its liability to sudaen melting, 
and the outlook is that it will not come 
with a rush, but gradually. 
Yesterday the American river continued 
to fall, and the Sacramento rose but one 
inch between midnight on Saturday and 
midnight last night, being at the latter 
hour only 21 feet 11 inches. This is only 
the ordinary winter hight.

M iniature China Slough. 
The pond of water in the Government 
lot at Seventh and K streets is fast becom. 
ing a rival of the big and filthy pool north 
of I street. It is now taking on a strik 
ing shade of green, and when the warm 
evenings of spring shall come and the 
fancy of the lrogs shall lightly turn to 
thoughts of love-making, it will be a 
charming spot—for breeding sickness in 
the neighborhood. 
The pond is now several feet deep, and 
is a nuisance that should be abated. As it 
belongs to Uncle Sam, and as the latter is 
beyond the jurisdiction of the local Courts, 
it is difficult to see how anything can be 
done about it.

Turned Out to Starve. 
It is said that an old and decrepit horse 
has been turned loose by its owner to 
wander about in the vicinity of Twentieth 
and Q streets, where it is liable to die at 
any time on the property of some person 
other than the owner, who is amply able 
to care for it.

AN ANIMATED SCENE NEAE DAVIS- 
VILLE YESTEEDAY. 


R aising Engineer Cox's Locom otive From 
the Muil—Bridging Over the 
Late W ashout. 


Persons who have never seen a railroad 
wrecking crew at work have little idea of 
the systematic and skillful manner in 
which these men are trained to handle a 
wreck. 
A R ecord TTnion reporter, through the 
courtesy of the railroad officials, visited 
the scene of the disastrous washout two 
miles this side of Davisvil.e yesterday, 
where Charles Cox, the unfortunate en­ 
gineer of the Knights Landing traiD, was 
killed Friday night, and fireman Neal 
badly injured. 
The break, as was previously published, 
was caused by the sudden rising of Putah 
creek. The swollen stream dashed with 
irresistible force against the embankment 
upon which the track was laid, and wore 
a wide opening directly through and under 
the rails, leaving the latter in their proper 
places but unsupported underneath. It be­ 
ing dark at the time the ill-fated train 
come .along, Engineer Cox, with the aid 
of the locomotive headlights, could only 
see the unbroken track ahead of him and 
could not discern the washout underneath. 
The regular track-patrolman had been 
over the road some time before the accident 
occurred, and discovering the washout, 
went back to Davisville and reported it. 
8everal section men started out immedi­ 
ately for the ecene, intending to signal the 
train and thus avert the disaster. They 
did not reach the washout in time, how­ 
ever, and the train plunged into the break. 
The unsupported rails of course snapped 
like straws under the enormous weight of 
the locomotive. 
When the reporter arrived at the scene 
yesterday he saw several hundred men 
hurrying hither and thither, some carrying 
heavy beams on their shoulders, others 
great ropes and pulleys, and others chains, 
sledge-hammers, axes and a hundred and 
one other devices. All seemed confusion, 
and the newspaper man began to wonder 
that they were not stumbling over one 
another. 
About fifty yards from these men was 
another crowd, to all appearances equally 
confused and jombled, who were climbing 
over, under and around a big pile-driver, 
which projected over the washout from a 
long flat-car. 
Bnt as the scribe watched the movements 
of these men more closely he soon saw how 
mistaken was his first impression of the 
scene. 
Instead of confnsion, the work was be­ 
ing done in the most systematic manner 
imaginable. Each workman was con­ 
stantly attending to certain work, independ­ 
ent of the others, and though they were 
swarming all around each other, there was 
no stumbling or “doubling” on the work. 
A large, broad-shouldered man, with a 
stern countenance and deep voice, whom 
no one could help recognizing immediately 
as the person in charge of the crew, stood 
in a conspicuous position and quietly di­ 
rected the men. When he ordered an ex­ 
cavation made in which to set some tim­ 
bers, a dozen men were on the spot in a 
twinkling, armed with shovels and picks, 
and in less time than it would take to tell 
about it the job was finished. There was 
no crowding, and only the desired number 
of men answered his call. Then, when he 
gave the signal for the timber to be laid, 
the shovelers stepped back, and in their 
places stood another dozen men, provided 
with the necessary beams, planks and tools. 
It could be seen by any one that these men 
thoroughly understood their business. 
The general who was directing matters 
was T. W. Heintzleman. who attends to all 
wrecks of locomotives on the Sacramento 
division, and has the reputation of being 
one of the most capable men in this fine ot 
business. 
The task he had at this break was one of 
the severest tests of his abilities as a 
wrecker he has ever experienced. The 
wrecked engine had plunged with terrific 
force into the creek and sank almost to the 
smokestack in the mud, the water being 
about five feet deep. Had the wreck oc­ 
curred where there was no water, it would 
have been a comparatively easy matter to 
raise the engine with hydraulic jacks and 
replace it on the track. But in tnis case it 
was impossible to use the jacks, and many 
other devices were equally as useless under 
the circumstances. Nir. Heintzleman had a 
great six-inch Manila cable attached to the 
submerged locomotive, and the other end 
to a “five” engine on the track above. A 
long platform, resembling somewhat the 
ways upon which a ship is built, was then 
laid from the track down to the disabled 
engine, upon which it could move when 
palled. 
Notwithstanding the great number of 
men employed and the skill and rapidity 
with which'they worked, it required nearly 
all of yesterday to get in readiness for the 
final grand “pnll” which brought the 
wrecked locomotive no out of the mud and 
water. 
This was accomplished late last evening, 
and the pile-drivers immediately set to 
work to build a bridge over the break. It 
is thought that the bridge will be finished 
to-day, and all will soon be in readiness 
for the trains to pass over. 
The other washout, which also occurred 
on Friday night, but on the other side of 
Davisville, was repaired yesterday, and is 
now in good order. The regular afternoon 
train to San Francisco left on time yester­ 
day afternoon, via Benicia. The passen­ 
gers were transferred at the Davisville 
break to a train on the other side, and thus 
lost but little time. Passengers on the train 
which came up from San Francisco in the 
forenoon over the same route were also 
transferred at the same place. 
EAILE0AD OFFICIALS. 
A Snowbound Faitsenger B raise, Them 
for Their K ind A cts. 
M. Herrick, a native of New England, 
recently in business in Alaska, and who 
has had railroad experience and has trav­ 
eled a great deal by sea and rail and knows 
the ins and outs of passengers' rights and 
carriers’ dnties, was one of the Colfax de­ 
layed passengers in the snow blockade. He 
was on his way to Utah on bnsiness, bnt 
had to wait at Colfax, and yesterday his 
train was returned to this city. Mr. Her­ 
rick said yesterday to friends that he 
deemed the conduct of the Southern Pacific 
Company in the treatment of its passengers 
worthy of all praise. They were well fed, 
housed and had all attention needed, and 
the railroad company spared no expense to 
insure their comfort. 
He said it was the judgment of the group 
delayed at Colfax that the railroad people 
had done even more than there was right 
to expect of them. For his part he did 
not claim that the company should support 
delayed passengers, as the blockade was 
natural and unavoidable, and not charge­ 
able to any neelected of the carrier. He 
spoke in especial praise of División Super­ 
intendent Wright, whom be did not know, 
but the Colfax passengers had reason to 
remember him kindly. 
SCHOLARSHIPS AWARDED. 
H ow Six Free Scholars for the School of 
D esign W ere Selected. 
Some weeks ago the Ladies’ Museum As 
sociation, which consists of some 230 of 
the women of Sacramento, and is organized 
to be auxiliary to the California Museum 
Association work, and especially to aid the 
School of Design, received a sum of money 
from the late Bric-a brae Club and added 
to it to make an aggregate of $500 to endow 
three pupil's chairs in the School of Design 
for three and a third years’ course. When 
the applications were made for this bene­ 
faction, Miss Lulu J. Weatherwax of Pla- 
cerville was chosen and given a seat at 
once, and of all the others, Dora Schubert. 
Louise Strachaner, Ida M. Isaacs, Jennie 
L. Willis and Elizabeth A. Sim of Sacra­ 
mento, were selected from whom the two 
fortunate ones should be picked out. 
The five young women were placed in 
the school, their working material fur­ 
nished them for the trial, and they were 
told that in a couple of weeks three of them 
would be selected to retire. On Saturday 
afternoon the Directory of the Ladies’ As­ 
sociation met and found that from the five 
scholars it would be an exceedingly diffi 
cult task to choose two and dismiss three 
their work all around having been praise­ 
worthy. 
In this dilemma it was resolved to change 
the terms and retain five foi two years in­ 
stead of three for three and a third years, 
and that the sixth should also retrain one 
year, during which the ladies propose to 
ygise another $500, so as to continue the 


entire class three years, as originally in­ 
tended, and have in addition a credit left 
equal to a seventh scholarship for two 
years; or if the Association chooses or is 
not able to follow that plan, then it will 
pay for the sixth scholarship independently 
and continue her two years also, but it was 
the general expression that the first-named 
plan would be resolved upon. 
BY WHAT AUTHORITY ? 
W ho Perm its tlie Chinese to Disturb the 
P eace of the City? 
Possibly the police department is not 
aware that the Chinese heathens of I street 
disturbed the peace of the city last night in 
a most horrible manner. If any white 
citizen were to discharge firearms on the 
streets and make one thousandth part of 
the noise that these non-taxpaying aliens 
did, he would have been arrested. The 
racket was simply torturing to people in 
houses and on the streets. 
It may be that the police did not bear 
the awful din caused by piles of exploding 
firecrackers and bombs, wherefore their at­ 
tention is called to the matter now, as 
everybody else within a mile of Third and 
I streets had their peace shamefully dis­ 
turbed. There has been no record of the 
City Trustees having granted the Chinese 
the privilege of desecrating the Sabbath in 
a way that no other class of citizens would 
have been allowed to do, and as the laws 
of the city have been clearly and outrage­ 
ously violated, perhaps somone in author­ 
ity may be able to explain why it was per­ 
mitted. 
If a small white boy discharges a shotgun 
out beyond the levees he is arrested tor it, 
but these idolatrous aliens are allowed to 
disturb one-half the city without being mo­ 
lested. If the City Trustees see fit to allow 
this to be done in the future (which they 
should not), let them fix a sum to be paid 
for the privilege, anu let the city get the 
benefit of whatever the Chinese pay for 
that privilege.

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WHO SHOULD WEAK GLASSES’ 


In te r estin g A rticle on a M atter O ften 
H ard to D eci'te. 
W hether one should wear glasses or not 
is often a very im portant m atter to decide, 
because of the less of comfort an 1 ability 
which naturally follows if a m istake is 
once made, writes Sm ith Baker, M. !>., in 
the Christian 
Union. 
T his is a m atter 
widely different, however, from th at which 
involves the decision as to the kind of 
glasses one may perhaps need. 
This is for 
the oculist, and usually for him alone, to 
determine. 
Trusting to th e efforts of in ­ 
competent hands is at once illusory and 
dangerous. 
Trusting to one’s own ability 
to select from the optician’s case is not 
much more satisfactory. 
In one hundred 
recent cases, taken in order as they have 
come, I do not find more than a halt-dozen 
who could have wisely attem pted their 
owu fitting, and even these m ight have 
fudged inaccurately, and so have done 
themselves more or less harm . 
W ithin 
easy reach of nearly every community 
there is now to he found some one who, 
by study, apprenticeship, and constant 
practice, has made himself known as wor­ 
thy of being trusted. 
T hat such an one, 
rather than the self-vaunted street vender 
or spectacle salesman, should always be 
trusted, every-day observation and experi­ 
ence amply attest. 
Every oculist meets 
numbers of people who are the unhappy 
owners of the poorest kind of trashy, mis­ 
fit glasses, palmed off on them by incom­ 
petent or unprincipled tradesmen, at prices 
th at would cover the cost of trustw orthy 
services and lenses. 
But the question, Does one need to wear 
glasses or not? is one th at people must 
often decide, in fact, for themselves, and 
one which it is perfectly proper for them 
to wisely consider at all times. 
Not that 
they can always rightly tell, by any means, 
but th at 
in practical 
life 
it remains 
w ith them always to say w hether they 
shall undertake to find out the probable 
necessity or not. 
M any sutler so much 
before their attention is directed to the 
eyes as a possible source of trouble that 
suggestions and rules which may help 
them to a quicker discovery seem proper 
and desirable. 
Of course nothing of the 
kind can be considered as entirely conclu­ 
sive, and should not be accepted as such. 
Once the suggestion comes, let the oculist 
decide what should be actually done. 
1. Then, supposing one has always had 
good eyesight, but has now arrived at 40 
or more years of age, and has found that 
it has become difficult to read in the even­ 
ing or a dull light, and that he has had to 
gradually remove the page farther and 
farther away in order to read comfortably 
at all. 
T his is evidence of the natural 
change which comes to most people, and 
should not be unnoticed and uncorrected 
too long, for the consequent strain may he 
harmful, and the eye may thus become 
more or less injured. 
2. Supposing th at one has been able to 
see clearly and w ithout much effort up to 
any tim e under 40 years, but that, during 
or after some unusual labor or severe ill­ 
ness or continued exhaustion, the eyes 
have become easily, more or less, tired or 
distressed, and otherwise unclear. 
The 
eyeball is probably irregular (astigmatic); 
or perhaps the delicate eye structures 
themselves are diseased. 
In either case 
attem pts to cure by waiting, or to relieve 
by persistent straining, are very liable to 
increase the discomfort and danger. 
3. M any people can see unusually well 
in the distance, and are apt to pride them ­ 
selves on their “good sight,” but whenever 
they attem pt close work for any tim e they 
experience more or less itching of the lids, 
increased flow of tears, blurring or swim­ 
ming of the object looked at, etc. 
These 
people are “far-sighted” and have to ex­ 
ert the “focusing muscle” so much th at in 
tim e the eyes become very weak and dis­ 
tressed. 
In children, if the degree of this 
trouble be very high the muscle becomes 
so contracted and rigid th at they have to 
hold the object very close to the eyes, and, 
in consequence, are usually thought to be 
“near-sighted.” 
B ut “near-sighted” chil­ 
dren, as a rule, can read and study while 
holding th eir books at the ordinary dis­ 
tance. I t is only for greater distances th at 
they are Incapable of seeing distinctly. 
The proper treatm ent for “far-sighted­ 
ness” is complicated often, and should al­ 
ways be left to the judgm ent of competent 
minds. 
T he sooner it is commenced the 
easier relief is effected. 
4. Persons who are truly “near-sighted” 
so frequently have other associated weak­ 
nesses and diseases about the eyes th at the 
oniy safe rule has been found to be that 
each case should be placed under qualified 
oversight and direction. 
Changes goon 
from m onth to month which, if improperly 
cared for, result quite frequently in irre­ 
mediable conditions, and disastrous loss of 
vision. 
5. T he general rule may well be remem­ 
bered by all: whenever the lids become re­ 
peatedly irritated, or there is permanently 
increased flow of tears, or there is blurring 
or swimming of the book or work, or the 
eyes are, as a rule, rapidly exhausted or 
are subject to repeated distress of any kind, 
or there are experienced headaches, dizzi­ 
ness, neuralgia, nervousness and the like 
whenever the eyes are much used—in fact, 
whenever the eyes refuse to do their work 
distinctly, easily, and for an ordinary 
length of tim e—then, and at once, let 
them be attended to by some one who 
knows how; for usually there is risk of 
probable harm if one is led to inaction or 
wrong action, or to delay proper action for 
too long a time. 
Better repeated expenses 
for tim ely exam inations than a single mis­ 
take in not seeking one soon enough.

Professor Haddon, the English natural 
1st, who has just spent some months on the 
islands south of New Guinea, says there 
will never again be so good a timo as now 
to study th e natives and make anthropo­ 
logical collections, as the Papuans there 
are dying out fast, and are still more rap­ 
idly discarding their native arts, preferring 
to buy the merchandise th a t the whites 
bring among them. 
Recent travelers in 
the Congo basin say the introduction of 
European manufactures is playing the 
m ischief with native handiwork. 
Dr. 
W olf observed this fact far south of the 
Congo, and said that in some places the 
natives who had acquired foreign jack- 
knives and other hardw are are liable to 
forget the art of iron-working. 
Mr. llore, 
on Lake Tanganyika, deprecates the im ­ 
portation of any merchandise th at will 
ruin native industries. 
There seems to lie 
a tendency in some savage lands to accept 
the white man as a valuable agent for the 
promotion of laziness. 


T h e L ily a s F ood . 
In a lecture to a girl’s assemblage not 
long ago, Professor Ames, of Columbia Col­ 
lege, said th at in some parts of India the 
lily is actually used as an article of diet. 
It has been found by the botanists to be a 
highly nutritious article of food, being pe­ 
culiarly rich in nitrogeneous compounds. 
The poor Indian, who evidently “consid­ 
ers the lilies” from a gastronomienl point 
of view, either eats them as a vegetable or 
kneads them w ith dough and makes them 
into cakes. 
In either form they are de­ 
clared to afibrd a most substantial and 
nourishing repast, and the ¡esthetes of ten 
years ago, when accused of “living on 
lilies,” would certainly have been enabled 
to return the laugh against their torm ent­ 
ors if they had known the culinary a ttri­ 
butes of their cherished flower. 
M ark the 
result of the Professor’s inform ation: 
At 
a stylish luncheon recently given by an 
enterprising belle, stewed lilies were one 
of the novel dishes. 
They tasted like an 
amalgam of spinach and cabbage and were 
not very dainty, but they are bound to 
have vogue for a while, anyhow.
